MRS. D. E. ANDRESS RECEIVES 
LETTER FROM DUDE’S BUDDY 


Mrs. D. E. Andress recently re­ 
ceiv ed a letter written by a bu ddy 
of her son, Cpl. Du lan (Du de) An­ 
dress who was killed in action in 
Italy , Ju ne 1, 19 44. We reprodu ce 
a part of the letter written from 
Detroit: 
“You don’t knod how glad I am 
to hear from y ou . As y ou know, 
Du de was the best friend I had in 
the army , and I miss him so mu ch. 
We u sed to confide all ou r trou bles 
to one another and of all the boy s 
I hav e seen killed, his being gone 
has done more to me than all the 
rest. I ju st don’t seem to be able to 
get it off my mind. I dream of it all 
the time. Of cou rse it was a terri­ 
ble battle and I’ll nev er be able to 
forget some of the scenes. 
“Yes, Du de was killed instantly . 
He nev er knew who shot him. He 
was killed three minu tes after I was 
shot. They pu t his body in the same 
ambu lance with me, so they cou ld 
send it back for decent bu rial. I be­ 
liev e that is one of the reasons I 
can’t fcrget it. So after all, I was 
with him as long as possible and I 
know there was no one of his friends 
ov er there he wou ld hav e rather had. 
Ev ery one thou ght so mu ch of him. 
He was alway s in good spirits and 
kept ev ery one else the same way . 
“I am in bu siness here in Detroit. 
My health is v ery bad, bu t I manage 
to keep going. . . Ly man.” 
To a broken-hearted mother al­ 
most any word from one who was 
present when her son was cu t down 
in battle is comforting. We Hamlin 
people will remember that Du de An­ 
dress carried a happy spirit all the 
time, and it wou ld hav e been ju st 
like him if he cou ld hav e had a few 
minu tes before death to joke abou t 
his wou nds.

We u n­ 
derstand that those who signed u p 
first for lockers will draw for their 
box es this Satu rday . There will be 
a few for rent, which are not y et 
spoken for. 
In looking at this modern “food- 
aav ing-keeping” 
pl a n t , we cou ld 
imagine how fortu nate that family 
will be this su mmer, in case ice is 
scarce, or may be hav e more fresh 
v egetables that wou ld soon be gone, 
u nless for this cold storage facility . 
We are gu essing that ere long there 
will be more calls for lockers than 
there will be space to get. The more 
the cu stomers learn how to u se the 
lockers, the more they will appreci­ 
ate them; and there is a lot to learn. 
The Phelps Ice Co. is u sing the 
former storage room of the West 
Tex as Utilities Company , and mu ch 
of the bu ilding and accomodations 
were already intact. Mr. Bau cu m, 
who has been the local managey for 
Phelps Ice Co., will manage the Cold 
i Storage and at the same time con­ 
tinu e to distribu te ice. And so this 
is one more conv enience of modern 
life that “old gu y s” did not hav e in 
the “good old y ears, of Ion# ago.”

THE SINS THAT CRUCIFIED JESUS 


“Then released he u nto them Barabbas; bu t Jesu s he set u rg ed 
and deliv ered to be cru cified.” Matt. 27 :26 . 
“Then therefo re he deliv ered him u nto them to be cru cified.” 
Jo hn 19 :16 . 
We are accu sto mied to lo o king u po n the “cru cifix io n o f Jesu s” 
as o ne g reat trag ic act. No o ne can lo o k back to the cro ss and read 
what inspiratio n has penned bu t that he can see many sins co n­ 
nected with the cru cifix io n o f Jesu s. 
Ev ery o ne co ndemns all who 
to o k part in the cru cifix io n. 
To be co nsistent, o ne mu st co ndemn 
the same sins bx lay . Ev ery sin that helped to bring abo u t the cru ci­ 
fix io n o f Jesu s may be fo u nd in o u r Generatio n. 


1. THE SIN OF IGNORANCE 
This sin had its place in the cru cifix io n o f Jesu s. On the cro ss 
Jesu s pray ed, “Father, fo rg iv e them; fo r they kno w no t whait they 
do .” (Lu ke 23:34 ). After the resu rrectio n, Peter said: “ Brethren, 
I kno w that in ig no rance y e did it, as did also y o u r ru lers.” (Acts 
3:17 ). Their sin was a willfu l sin; they were willfu lly ig no rant. 
Jesu s said o f so me o f them: “Fo r this peo pple’s heart is wax ed 
g ro ss, and their ears are du ll o f hearing , their ey es they hav e clo sed; 
less haply they sho u ld perceiv e with their ey es, and hear with their 
ears, and u nderstand with their hearts, and sho u ld tu rn ag ain, ami 
I sho u ld heal them.” (Matt. 13:15). This sin o f ig no rance is with u s 
to day . Peo ple sho u ld kno w the plan o f salv atio n. The New Testa­ 
ment is with u s. Peo ple can read it and learn what Go d wo u ld hav e 
u s to do to be sav e^. 
Bu t they will no t read, and they will no t 
stu dy . Let u s be co nsistent and co ndemn that sin o f ig no rance to ­ 
day as sev erely as we do thtf sin o f ig no rance at the cru cifix io n. 


2. THE SIN OF HATRED OF GOOD 


Jesu s “went abo u t do ing g o o d.” (Acts 10:38 ). He did no thing 
bu t that which was g o o d. Jesu s was the ex po nent o f tru th, rig hts 
eo u sness, and g o o d. The dev il is o ppo sed to all o f these; hence, he 
attempted to destro y Jesu s. The same warfare co ntinu es with u s. 
Ev il is still o ppo sed to g o o d; erro r to tru th. Ag ain, let u s be co n­ 
sistent in co ndemning the hatred o f g o o d. 
It helped to cru cify 
Jesu s, and it helps to destro y tru th and rig hteo u sness to day . 


3. THE SIN OF ENVY 
When Jesu s was bro u g ht befo re Pilate, Matthew say s: “ Fo r he 
knew that fo r env y they had deliv ered him u p.” (Matt. 27 :18 ). They 
were env io u s o f Jesu s, and thro u g h their env y they cried: “Cru cify 
him.” The sin o f env y has cu rsed ev ery g eneratio n do wn thro u g h 
the ag es. 
It has ev en cu rsed the chu rch o f o u r Lo rd. 
Men and 
wo men are env io u s o f each o ther; and seek to destro y the influ ence 
o f each o ther. Let u s be co nsistent and co ndemn this sin ev ery ­ 
where. 


4. THE SIN OF RELIGIOUS PREJUDICE 


This sin had its place in the cru cifix io n o f Jesu s. Tho se who 
persecu ted Him and cried fo r His cru cifix io n were relig io u s peo ple. 
They had preju dice ag ainst Jesu s. He co ndemned their erro rs and 
their relig io u s traditio ns. They did no t like this. They lo v ed their 
traditio ns mo re than they did the tru th o f Go d. They were willing 
to destro y Him becau se He wo u ld no t endo rse (their relig io n. The 
sin o f relig io u s preju dice has cu rsed peo ple do wn thro u g h each g en­ 
eratio n. It is o ne o f the co mmo n sins o f to day . Why co ndemn this 
sin in the cru cifix io n o f Jesu s and no t co ndemn it to day ? 


5. THE SIN OF LYING 


“No w the chief priests and the who le co u ncil so u g ht false wit­ 
ness ag ainst Jesu s, that they mig ht pu t him to death.” (Matt. 26 : 
59 ). They did no t want the tru th; they wanted “false witnesses”— 
that is witnesses that wo u ld bear false testimo ny . This sin o f ly ing 
has cu rsed the g eneratio ns o f man to the present time. lo t u s co n­ 
demn it wherev er it is fo u nd. 


6 . THE SIN OF THE LOVE OF MONEY 


Ju das betray ed Jesu s fo r thirty piec s o f silv er. (Matt. 26 :1(f) 
“Fo r the lo v e o f mo ney is a ro o t o f all kinds o f ev il.” (I Tim. 6 : 
10). This sin is present to day . We mu st be co nsistent and co ndemn 
this sin ev ery where. 


7. THE SIN OF MORAL WEAKNESS 
Pilate knew that Jesu s was inno cent. (Lu ke 23:13-15). He had 
thepo wer to release him. In act, Pilate desired to release Jesu s. 
(Verse 20). Ho wev er, he was to o weak to do that which 
hie* knew he 
o u g ht to do . He co u ld hav e acted firmly , bu t he sacrificed his prin­ 
ciples o f Ho no r and acted as a mo ral co ward. Many kno w what 
they o u g ht to do to day in o bedience to Go d, bu t they are no t stro ng 
eno u g h to do it. 


WHERE WOULD YOU HAVE BEEN AT THE CRUCIFIXION 
OFF JESUS! May we as a natio n tu rn to Go d and sav e a fair land 
fo r o u rselv es and o u r po sterity and last bu t by no means least o u r 
so u ls and the so u ls o f o u r neig hbo rs.
